could be assured to make such a project economically sound. 

It is to be hoped,^however, that 'some allowance will be made to place !

[-JASTILY conceived legislation brings evil in its train. 

Some two months ago the provincial government tried 
to pass a press gag law, with other arbitary legislation. The 
lieutenant-governor refused his assent to measures that all 
right-thinking people will condemn as undemocratic and cal. 
culated to deprive the people of their civil rights. The re 
suit is that an appeal has to be made to the supreme court of 
Canada which will probably cost the daily and weekly news¬ 
paper publishers of this province from $15,000 to $20,000 
in litigation expenses. When the government first came in¬ 
to power it clamped a license on every newspaper; then it 
attempted to abolish certain forms of advertising, such as 
liquor and beer, though receiving a handsome revenue from 
the trade, and finally it wished to confiscate space in news¬ 
papers to publish its own propaganda, and to impose restric¬ 
tions on publishers and news writers which savored more of 
the sixteenth century than the present times. Naturally the 
newspapers objected, and they will be put to the expense of 
combatting legislation that would eventually enslave the 
people to the government. 

It is just another demonstration of the fact that the press 
often has to fight the battles of the people at large to prevent 
pernicious legislation being put into effect. They have to 
pay, quite dearly too, in the fight to maintain British free¬ 
dom. 

THIS world can never be made right by force, nor by fear, 
nor by power. In the long run nothing conquers but 
ideas, nothing governs but the Spirit.— LEACOCK.

Race For Higher Speed 

Silver Bearings For Aeroplanes May 
Replace Babbitt Metal 
Silver bearings for aeroplane en¬ 
gines were promised by a chemical 
discovery announced at the Uni¬ 
versity of Indiana. 

The aeroplane silver parts are 
planned as a new step In the race 
for higher speed. Tests have shown 
silver is better than babbitt, the j 
usual metal around whirling shafts. 

The silver is “soft” against steel, 
it has less friction, it stands greater 
heat, It lasts longer. But until the 
Indiana chemical discovery there 
have been difficulties in the way of 
cheap, quick production of these 
much sought “silver heels” of speed. 
The problem has been to plate sli¬ 
er directly upon steel, plated silver] 
would form the Inner lining of the 
steel housing around a shaft. The 
Indiana chemists have discovered 
how to electroplate silver directly 
upon iron and steel.

It Is 
scarcely heard of any longer and no 
one can explain what has happened 
to divert a malady which was such 
menace during the late summer.] 
Evidently it is seasonal, being viru-] 
lent in the intense heat of the late 
summer and disappearing as winter 
approaches. 

The study of this disease is one 
of the Interesting projects of scien¬ 
tific medicine. The epidemics stim-| 
ulate extra research. No doubt the] 
mystery of this malady will be re¬ 
vealed in due time and a cure dis-] 
covered.—Sarnia Canadian Observer.

In the 18-year period since the 
gasoline tax was first levied, govern¬ 
ments have accumulated a unique 
variety of reasons for jumping it to 
its present levels. 

In 1919 it was imposed by North 
,Dakota, New Mexico, Colorado and 
Oregon. All four states adopted 
for the logical purpose of construct¬ 
ing highways and maintaining them. 
One this ground there never 
great objection. 

Since then government ingenuity 
has gone to absurd limits in propos¬ 
ing other reasons, some of which 
have necessarily increased the price 
to the consumer. The tax has been 
variously classified as an excise, 
commercial charge for the privilege 
of using vehicles on the public roads, 
a license tax, and sometimes an occu¬ 
pation or privilege tax. 

The simple truth is that gasoline 
has been an easy mark for revenue 
purposes and the tax on it has shown 
steady increase. Were the taxing 
jurisdictions frank about it, they 
would admit this as the reason which 
appeals to them most. It is easy 
collect and it brings in big returns. 

As late as 1922, the rate in 17 
the U.S. states was only one cent 
a gallon, only two charging as much 
as 2 cents. Now 7 cents is a fair 
average. In three provinces of Can 
ada it is 8 cents. In four others 
is 7 cents. Only in two, Ontario and 
Quebec, is it as low as 6 cents.

the fact that with the discontin¬ 
uance of music teaching in Cole¬ 
man schools by Mr. W. J. Mof- 
fatt, owing to the board not sanc¬ 
tioning the required appropria- j 
tion for tuition, it had the effect 
of lessening the interest of par¬ 
ents who otherwise would have 
attended the festival. 

Mrs. Farmer’s tentative finan-l 
cial report showed that the re¬ 
venue would possibly meet the 
expenditure for the 1937 festival, 
but it must be remembered that 
there is always required a sub¬ 
stantial balance on hand to carry 
through the necessary work en¬ 
tailed in preparing for the next 
festival.
